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First Ozark S/D 
Jamboree To Be Held 
300 Feet Underground 

On June 14, 15 and 16 "The First 
Ozark Square Dance Jubilee 1 ’ will 
be held 300 feet underground in 
Marvel Gave, 50 miles south ol 
Springfield, Missouri, on U. S. 160 
and 9 miles west of Branson on 
Mo. 148. Planned as a Trail Dance 
for the Convention at San Diego, 
the underground festival features 
3 days of clinics, square dances, 
sightseeing, and a trip to Spring- 
field to see TV's coast-to-coasl 
Ozark Jubilee with Red Foley, 

Marvel Cave, America's third 
largest, is naturally air-conditioned 
at a constant 50 degrees. It con¬ 
tains the world's highest unsup¬ 
ported natural dome. Under this 
massive canopy of rock (200 feet 
high in a perfect arch) three large 
square dance platforms have been 
so built that the gay costumes of 
the dancers will be seen against 
the breath-taking background of 
giant stalagmites and stalactites. 

The 3-day "Square Dance Jubi¬ 
lee" is emceed by Jim Faulkenber- 
ry of Blue Springs, Missouri. Jim’s 
wide experience in the square 
dancing world and his friendly, 
capable way with large crowds of 
people make him an outstanding 
M. C. for the big Ozark event. Un¬ 
der his direction afternoon square 
dancing clinics will be held in the 
cave, as well as the evening square 
dances. The unusual setting for 
this festival, plus a list of outstand¬ 
ing callers, makes it necessary to 
require advance reservations. 

A special invitation is extended 
to exhibition sets and all Western 
Style Square Dance Callers. Ad¬
